Conference on documentation in Japan 


The Japanese Society for UDC is going to hold a national conference 
on documentation at the end of April 1955. Study groups for UDC 53, 621, 
621.3, 66 and 69 will meet. Another special item will be the use of punched 
cards in documentation. 


FID STUDY COMMITTEES 


FID/C 53 ’Physics’ 

The Committee, founded in 1953, has at present members from Austria, 
Denmark, Finland, France, Germany, Italy, Japan, the Netherlands, Spain, 
the United Kingdom and Yugoslavia. 

At its meeting in Belgrade Dr. H. Ebert of the Physikalisch-Technische 
Bundesanstalt, Brunswick, was elected rapporteur, Dr. H. Ootuka (Japan) 
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co-rapporteur. The secretariat was officially assigned to Japan (Mr. H. 
Isiwara, Japanese Society for UDC, c/o Ministry of Education, Kasumi- 
gaseki III-4, Tiyoda-ku, Tokyo). Various subcommittees were established. 

With regard to the revision of UDC 539 Mr. Nakamura was in contact 
with various members.of the Committee. 

At a meeting of a working party in London in July 1954 the following 
subjects were discussed: solid state physics, and molecular, atomic and 
nuclear physics. 

At a joint meeting of FID and the International Union of Pure and 
Applied Physics in London, July 1954, co-operation between both bodies was 
considered desirable. 

In October 1954 the German member proposed a revision of UDC 53.08. 


FID/C 66 ’Chemistry and chemical technology’ 


A meeting of the committee is planned on September 9 and 10, 1955, 
during the 22nd Conference of the FID at Brussels. The rapporteur, Mr. E. 
Engel (Kiselgrand 1, Bromma, Sweden) suggests to limit the discussions to 
the revision of UDC 543 to 545, analytical chemistry. For this purpose three 
proposals were sent to the members of the Committee, who are requested 
to send their comments to the rapporteur.

Proposal for extension of 94 to 97 with a view to the latest 
historical development. In addition, a few minor proposals and 
corrections concerning (951), 622 and 910.3 were made. 

PE Notes are 
primarily intended as working papers for those collaborating in the revision 
of the UDC.

From the annual report we quote that the following items were 
completed during the year 1954 
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item 3, Lay-out of periodicals - accepted by the ISO Council as ISO 
Recommendation 8. 

item 5, Transliteration of cyrillic characters - accepted by the ISO Coun- 
cil as ISO Recommendation 9. 

item 11, Bibliographical strip - as a draft recommendation presented to 
the ISO member bodies. 


The items to be undertaken in 1955 are as follows: 

item 4, Bibliographical citations and -references - a new text of the 
bibliographical citations will be presented as second draft recom- 
mendation to the ISO members early in 1955; a second draft of the 
bibliographical references will be prepared by the Secretariat. 

item 12, Contents list - if necessary a second draft will be compiled. 

item 13, Lay-out of articles for periodicals - a draft recommendation wil! 
be prepared after the comments on the proposal are received. 

item 14, Synopses - a new proposal on ’synopses and abstracts’ has been 
presented to the member bodies. 


The Committee had its 5th plenary session in Brussels from June 14 to 
16, 1954. 

A brochure ’Standardization in the Domain of Documentation’ was 
published in October 1954.
